Stress can 
motivate and improve per- 
formance. Chronic stress 
can be detrimental, both 
physically and psychologi- 
cally. 

What is considered stress- 
ful and how one responds to 
stress will vary from one 
person to another. Are you 
under stress right now? Are 
your jaw muscles clenched? 
Take a deep breath. If that 
is a different feeling for you, 
it is possible you have been 
experiencing the shallow 
breathing that is common to 
someone under stress. 

When we are under 
stress, our bodies respond 
as though preparing for bat- 
tle or escape. We might hold 
our breath, getting ready for 
the next stressful event. 
When stress continues at a 
high level for an extended 
time period, our nervous 
system is activated over and 
over. If we don’t take steps 
to reduce the stress or re- 
duce the intensity of the re- 
sponse, our immune 
systems are less able to de- 
fend our bodies from infec- 
tion and we are at risk of a 
variety of illness. 

Stress can also increase 
our risk of illness by lead- 
ing to sleepless nights and 
poor dietary habits. Stress 
is one of the leading causes 
of insomnia and stress can 
lead people to overeat or eat 
very little. Chronic stress 
can damage blood vessels, 
increase inflammation and 
result in atherosclerosis. 
Stress increases the risk of 
headaches, digestive prob- 
lems, diabetes, and a range 
of other health issues. 

Here are some tips for 
managing stress. 

- Know your stressors: 
Knowing what causes your 
stress will help you know 
how to manage it. It could 
be asingle thing or several 
things. This might be hard 


When the stress has sub- 
sided some, take a few deep 
breaths and think about the 
cause of the stress. 

- Is the stressor a person? 
Find ways to avoid the per- 
son. If you aren’t able to 
avoid them (maybe it is 
your boss) you will need to 
develop ways to prepare for 
a potentially stressful expe- 
rience and ways to deal 
with the stress that results. 

- Are you causing yourself 
stress? Know your limits. If 
your stress is a result of too 
many demands, perhaps 
you need to say no to reduce 
your obligations or find oth- 
ers who can help you deal 
with your demands. Do you 
have to do it all yourself or 
are there others who would 
help if asked? 

- Take control of your en- 
vironment. Does listening 
to the news cause you 
stress? Turn off the televi- 
sion. Does your commute 
cause stress? Can you leave 
at a different time or take a 
different route? Review 
your schedule. Are you 
using your time as effi- 
ciently as possible? Time 
wasted in activities that are 
not supporting you could be 
devoted to other activities. 
Drop unnecessary activi- 
ties and use the “added” 
time wisely. 

- These steps won’t elimi- 
nate all causes of stress. It 
is important to develop cop- 
ing strategies for the stress 
that can’t be avoided, next 
week, more about coping 
strategies.

3. RAKE THE LEAVES 


with many deciduous trees. Regard- 
less of whether you use a rake ora 
lawn mower, be sure to remove the

Raking leaves is no one’s idea of 
fun, but it’s important to remove 


fallen leaves from your lawn as soon 
as possible.

4, FERTILIZE FOR FUTURE 


Most lawn experts agree: If you 
fertilize your lawn only once a year, 
do it in the fall. The reason? Grass 
leaves grow much more slowly as 
the weather turns cool, but the 
grass roots and rhizomes continue 
to grow quickly. Rhizomes are the 
horizontal plant stems that lie just 
beneath the soil’s surface; they pro- 
duce the blades of grass above and 


the roots below. 

A fall application of fertilizer de- 
livers essential nutrients for the 
grass to grow deep roots now and to 


keep nutrients in reserve for a 
healthy start in the spring. 


Wait until mid-to-late fall, then 


apply a dry lawn fertilizer to all 
grassy areas; don’t miss any spots. 


You could use a crank-style broad- 
cast spreader, but for optimum cov- 
erage, consider using a walk-behind 
drop spreader. It takes a little 
longer, especially on hilly yards, but 
a drop spreader provides the best 
way to apply an even, consistent 
layer of fertilizer.
